Charles L. Peacock Takes His Life 


At Indianapolis. 


The Indianapolis Star of this morn­ 
ing {fives the follow ing account of the 
death of C harles L. Peacock, a for­ 
mer resident of this city: 
*‘Charles Peacock, 
32 years old, 
despondent over the fact that he had 
Bright s disease, shot him self Friday 
in the presence of his wife. 
"The bullet went into the brain from 
a point over the right ear and death 
<^ameuiJ.mo8t instantaneously. 
P ea­ 
cock bad a short time before played a 
gam e of pool in a poolroom near by 
and was in the btist of spirits. 
Mrs. 
Peacock stated that her husband 
re­ 
garded his condition as hopeless and 
and had often threatened to shoot him ­ 
self. 


She was so nearly prostrated when 
Hicyclemen DU lane and

tion. a few squares away, 
that she 
could not tell a coherent story, except 
to say that he had said to her; 
“ l o u ­ 
ise, I'm g o in g to shoot m y self,” and

A m ong curious 
m em entos

Consider, disfigure— the streets of L on­ 
don, are a number of ancient tollgates. 
S om e of these old harriers date back 
as far as the eleventh century, and 
th ere Is one In the east end of Lon­ 
don which can trace its ancestry to 
th e year 1135, nays a writer In th** Los 
A ngeles Times. 
T his tollgate still re­ 
m ain s—-not, of course the actual m a­ 
terial of the first obstruction across 
the little thoroughfare known as Abbey 
lane, but 
its counterpart— and tolls 
are still collected on state occasions 
w ith much pomp and ceremony. 
T h is Is, in fact, the oldest tollgate 
In England. 
It was erected In the 
first Instance by tire m onks belonging 
to the abbey of Stratford L angthorne. 
on e of the earliest C istercian founda­ 
tions In England. 
T he abbey in those 
early days 
held m ost of the 
lands 
on which the present W hitechapel is 
b u ilt 
In fact, the nam e W hitechapel 
Itself is considered by som e to be de­ 
rived from the early religious struc­ 
ture of this order which stood in the 
open fields- now covered by the seeth ­ 
in g life of the east end. 
C uriously enough, this old tollgate 
at the top of Abbey lane still posh®**®* 
m any ancient privileges, and the gate 
keeper is a person of som e Importance, 
Even the London county council lins 
no power to ojM-n the gate 
without 
th e official consent of the keeper, and 
som e tim e back the fire department 
bad no rights, though this latter re 
•D ic tio n has been removed. 
Perhaps the best known of the old 
tollgates 
whit h still 
rem ain 
is 
one 
ar filch stands to the left of St 
P aul’s 
cathedral. 
This gate is alw ays kept 
locked. 
R ecently a box with a key, 
©overed by a glass plate, was placed
